IOWA MEDICAL BOARD UPHELD. 


State Supreme Court Passes on the Mooted 
Question of Its Authority. 

Dus Morwus, Ia., May 9%.—|Special.]}—The 
Supreme Court this morning handed do #n its 
decision in the long contested case of the 
Iowa Keclectic Medical College against the 
Iowa State Board of Medical Examiners. It 
was an action in mandamus to compel the 
board to recognize the college and grant cer- 
tificates to graduates thereof, the board hav.- 
ing refused on the ground that the coilege did 
not come up to the requirements and standard 
fixed by the board in its teaching and appli- 
ances. The action was based on the claim 
that the law giving the board such power is 
unconstitutional, because there is no 
appea! from its decisions, The court decides 
that the law is constitutional and voted that 
the board has the power to fix the standard of 
medical colleges, and there is nothing in the 
statute requiring that any particular school of 
medicine shall be represented on the board. 
Judge Given wrote the opinion. This is the 
firat decision of a Supreme Court on this 
question.

AT THE FALLS OF THE MISSOURL 


4 City at the Head of Navigation Which 
Has a Future Before It. 
I spent several days at Great Falls, Mont., 


about 10,000 people. It covers enough 
ground for a city of 680,000, but it 
grows like a green bay tree, and it 
promises to be the largest city between 
Spokane and St. Paul. The town has one of 
the greatest water powers of the world. The 
Missouri River here jumps downward in a 
series of falls more than 500 feet in a distance 
of ten miles and goes ‘teething and foaming on 
to the sea. It has great coal beds near it and 
these are, I am told, owned almost wholly by 
Jim Hill, the railroad magnate, who has made 
the town his pet and is pushme it for 
all he is worth. His town-site company laid 
it out, and as they have reserved a certain 
numberof lots m all parts of it they are 
bound to make a fortune out of their sale. The 
coal fields already net Mr. Hill, I have been 
told, something like a quarter of a million 
dollars yearly, and he is interested in many of 
the institutions of the city. Great Falls has a 
rich a tural region about it, It is near 
the richest mines and it has two railroads and 
éxpecte a third this summer. A baby city 
of four years. it has a bank build 
that 50,000, the interior o 
which is lined with marble, and it has an 
opera-house, just completed, which cost $50,- 
000, and will seat 1,200. All of its houses are 
lighted by electricity furnished by the water 
falls, and it has electric car lines and great 
smelting works in which electricity is being 
used to separate the gold, silver, and copper. 
Senator Washbura is, I thi 
the big Washburn elevators, flouring mills 
which have recently been built there, and the 
people of Great Falls believe that it will be a 
sort of Pittsburg of the West. The popula- 
tion of the town is made up of young men 
from the Middle and Eastern States and I 
met many young fellows whotold me they 
were making money. P 8 

A great many sheep are owned about Great 
Falls, and 1 found a number of men who 
„nad gone "—as they say here — into sheep. 
Sheep-raising is, in fact, taking the place of 
stock-raiwing in the Northwest, and there are 
men here who own tens of thousands of sheep. 
The climate and grass of Montana are said to 
make the best of mutton, and the wool clip 
of the State now runs close to 12,000,000 

unds a year. The country about Great 

alls is good for grazing, and much of it will 
be improved by irrigation. Within a radius 
of 100 miles of Great Falis it has been pretty 
well taken up, but I am told there is still a 
vast deal of good land in Montana, and the 
people say that in the interior of the State are 
great valleye and vast tracts which are as yet 
untrodden by the farmer and untouched by 
the plow.

1 eggs are 
hatched by an imitation of s are 
put into a box m which the water is made to 
alternately rise and subside. The semi-buoy- 
ant eggs are hatched by passing water up 
between them from w. You see them in 
those glass jars, where water islet in at the 
bottom and runs over at the top. The heavy 
eggs must be hatched by depositing them in 
trays and having the water pass over them, 
as you see done in the long narrow bozes. If 
you will scrutinize the eggsin the glass jars 
you will see the fish in the eggs, and as soon 
as they are hatched they pass off with the 
water and are put into tanks to be fed and 
reared. All this is illustrated in the apparatus

Has Many Fine Exhibits. 

Tne Fisheries Building is located just north 
of the United States Government Building.

The main 
building is well filled with interesting com- 
mercial exhibits ina fair state of completion. 
The principal features of the west annex are 
the live fish displa as yet incom , of 
Pennsylvania and Wisconsin.

A thousand specimens of Colorado wild 
flowers, scientifically arranged by Miss Lan- 
ing, will be placed in a eabinet and repre- 
sent the beauty of the State’s flora. 

Many interesting Indian collections have 
been secured from the Navajo Indians, who 
live on the reservation in the southern part of 
Colorado.

A pair 
of locked antlers hang just over the entrance. 
There were loaned by Mrs. E. B. Harper of 
Durango. The arrangement of the exhibit 
has deen directed by Miss Laura B. Marsh of 
Denver, who has succeeded in bringmg into 
prominence the work of the Indians.
